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Chair dispute quieted

CSUS administration officials 
have agreed to appoint Prof. Ver- 
non T. Hornback for one year, if he 
is re-elected as English Department 
chair this fall, apparently quieting 
a confrontation that erupted last 
June when School of Arts and 
Sciences Dean David Ballesteros 
refused to recommend Hornhack 
for appointment 

Hornback, English Department 
chair the past six years, was re- 
elected last March by department 
faculty to a third three year term 

But in early June, Dean David 
Ballesteros refused to recommend 

_ Hornback’s appointment to 
President James Bond, who makes 
the final decision on all recommen- 
dations, and requested the English 
Department to hold another elec- 
tion and submit a second choice. 

Ballesteros, in a memo on June 
6, said Hornback had “openiy 
worked against this (dean’s) office 
and the administration in general 
with campus-wide dissemination 
of charges, often without proven 
facts.” He also labeled Hornback’s 
actions while chair as “divisive.” 


In response to Ballesteros’ ac- 
tion, three different faculty groups, 
in addition to the English 
Department, drafted resolutions 
the next week criticizing 
Ballesteros’ action and demanded 
that he rescind his memo and ap- 
point Hornback. 

But it wasn’t until Aug. 26 thata 
temporary solution to the impasse 
was proposed by Academic Vice 
President E. James Archer, who 
said, in a memo to all faculty, “the 
dean has assured me that...he 
would accept the name of Profes- 


sor Hornback as department chair 
to serve a one-year term.” 

However, the vice president 
also noted that the appointment of 
any department chair is “a 
presidential perrogative...and 
department chairs serve at the dis- 
cretion of the president.” 

Hornback, in response to Ar- 
cher’s memo, said “Archer essen- 
tially re-writes history...it changes 
what the dean said.” 

“Apparently this means the 
dean has now agreed that he will 
follow the Faculty Manual and 
cleared it with Archer,” said 
Hornback, who will be serving as 
department chair until Sept. 15, 
after which new elections are ex- 
pected to be conducted 

Ballesteros said he had met with 
Archer and “we have agreed to 
accept Hornback, if he’s elected.” 

But he said he could not commit 
himself to a recommendation after 
next year. “It's a whole new 
ballgame next. year,” Ballesteros 
said. “Certainly, Prof. Hornback 
would be eligible to be a nominee if 
he so wished,” he added. 

“Anyway, the president makes 
the final appointment,” he noted. 

At issue is a provision in the 
Faculty Manual which calis for 
new department elections if a 
department chair is not accepted 
by a school dean and reasons are 
given. 

Ballesteros believes the sections 
of the Faculty Manual covering 
this issue should be re-written. 
“They're very ambiguous,” he said. 

“Right now the rules are very 
flexible, the dean said, “but my 
interpretation would be that a 
different nominee would have to be 
presented to the dean if the first 


was unacceptable.” 
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Acting dean appointed 


John Gillespie, director of 
‘academic services at CSUS, has 
been named interim dean of 
academic resource planning. 

His appointment Tuesday came 
after numerous rumors late last 
week that administration officials 
would appoint him while a 
national search committee sought 
a@ permanent replacement for 
Gienn Gambles, former academic 
resource planning dean, who 
resigned recently. 

Gillespie, director of academic 
services and a close associate of 
Gambles the past three years, said 
that Academic Vice President E. 
James Archer had met last 
Wednesday and Thursday with the 
Faculty Senate executive com- 
mittee, who agreed on Gillespie’s 
appointment. 

“My appointment,” Gillespie 
said, “depends on how long the 
search committee takes.” 

They (search committee) could 
take six months or maybe a year,” 
he said. 

Gillespie said he would 
“basically be continuing what

Will the California State 
University faculty have the option 
of electing its own departmental 
chair next year? 

It is a 26-department question, 
triggered by the reappointment of 
Vernon T. Hornback as chairman 
of the English Department. 
Hornback was re-elected by the 
English faculty but the CSUS ad- 
ministration rejected the faculty 
choice last June, sparking faculty 
outrage. 

Some faculty members believe 
the administration’s palace guard 
is rewriting the faculty handbook. 
They believe the rewritten 
guidelines will squash facuity elec- 
tions of chairmen, putting in the 
administration's own man- 
/woman. 

And the faculty is gearing up to 
combat what it terms a flagrant 
disregard for academic freedom. 
Meeting in the Little Theatre 
Wednesday afternoon, it offered 
this statement: 

“We have learned with dismay 
of the actions of the CSUS ad- 
ministration relative to the selec- 
tion of the Chair of the 
Department of English. The ad- 


ministration has shown flagrant . 


disregard for academic freedom 
and freedom of speech, and has 
subverted precedents (sic) long es- 
tablished on this campus regarding 


Gambles did,” with the exception 
of receiving grant proposals, a new 
responsibility for the position. 

He said by reviewing all grant 
proposals that come through the 
CSUS Foundation this year “the 
university will be able to obtain a 
long-term view of it, whether it will 
work out and if it is a geod 
program.” 

As academic services director 
the past three years, Gillesie was 
in charge of controlling ar-d issuing 
the schedule of classes, deter- 
mining an academic planniig data 
base and identifying faculty 
utilization needs in relation to their 
departments. 

He also helped implement 
Computer Assisted Registration in 
1972, a responsibility handled now, 
for the most part, by Registrar 
Tom Edwards. 

Gillespie will not be relin- 
quishing his position as academic 
services director. “I'll still be doing 
that job,” he said. 

However, he said Edward's in- 
creased responsibility “does leave 
me some free time.”

Also, Gillespie noted that his 
staff would be increased by the ad- 
dition of Gamble’s secretary, Leo

“I'm going on the same track 
that Glenn did,” Gillespie said. “I'll 
make sure all the deans and 
department chairs get the most 
correct and common data pos- 
sible.” 

Gillespie, who came to CSUS in 
1972, obtained his B.A. degree at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley in 1957 and his M.A. 
from the University of Southern 
California in 1969 where he is also 
near completion on a doctorate 
degree through the extension 
program. 

Recognizing that Gambles “did 
a hell of a job.” Gillespie, who has 
retreat rights in the Computer 
Science Department, said “I per- 
sonally don’t see any radical 
changes in my approach to the 
job.” 

The only real change,” he noted, 
“is the grants business because we 
look at that from a resources 
angle.” 


Who controls department chairs? 


situation of the English 
Department had been resolved in 
accordance with the traditions of 
this institution. However, the 
solution in the Academic Vice 
Presidents’ memorandum of 
August 26 is not in accord with our 
traditions; it implies acceptance of 
the reasons offered by the Dean for 
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Lond reports on progress 


Dr. James G. Bond, California 
State University president, said in 
his State of the University message 
“that the traditional model of 
collective bargaining applied to 
higher education will have a 
profound effect upon both the 
governance and the character of 
the institution.” 

Bond's message, made public in 
a memorandum Tuesday, says 
CSUS “must consider carefully the 
impact of the collective-bargaining 
process upon our University.” 

Bond said, “It is expecially 
timely and crucial that we, as a 
community of scholars, address 
ourselves to collectively determine 
what system of governance we can 
design to retain the advantages of 
collegiality in the face of the 
prospect of collective bargaining.” 

CSUS has a budget of $34 
million and a student population 
that places this university among 
the nation’s largest universities, the 
president says. 

“Our 3,800 graduates each year 
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provide a major contribution to the 
professional and business life of 
the state and nation. With the com- 
pletion of the new library, the 
student health center, and the 
University Union, we have not only 
provided some attractive basic 
facilities long needed, but 
physically we have taken on the 
appearance and aura of a vigorous 
and progressive campus. 

“As the recent accreditation 
visit indicated, we have many ex- 
cellent instructional programs of 
which we can be justly proud,” 
Bond said. 

The excellent instructional 
programs exist because of a hard- 
working and dedicated faculty and 
staff, which give the university a 
“sound, good” reputation. 

The university, he says, has not 
reached its potential 

Bond expects more than 15,000 
full-time students at California 
State University this fall, and such 
growth and changing patterns 
create internal stresses — declining 
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enrollments in some projects and 
ever-increasing demands for some 
programs. 

For Bond and the university the 
changing patterns of enrollment is 
a challenge CSUS must make “and 


still maintain the high quality of ’ 


instruction we all desire. 

“This will not be an easy 
challenge to meet, but to meet it we 
shall have to exercise our best 
professional judgment in the 
process of program and curricular 
review. The development of this 
process already has been under- 
taken by the Curriculum Com- 
mittee and the Office of the Vice 
President for Academic Affairs.” 

Bond says effective governance 
of CSUS requires careful 
codifications of policies and 
regulations and CSUS, for the first 
time, has a Campus Ad- 
ministration Manual. 

“With the publication of this 
manual, it is now the appropriate 
time for the Faculty Senate to ad- 
dress itself to revising the Faculty 
Manual,” Bond said. 

The president says he will meet 
the Executive Committee of the 
Faculty Senate at an early date to 
assist him in the search for can- 
didates for the dean of Education,

Although the CSUC trustees 
oppose it, a student member will 
join their ranks if Governor Brown 
signs one of two bills recently 
passed ty the legislature. 

The governor is expected to sign 
both bills, AB 240 by Assem- 
blyman Vasconcellos and SB 534 
by Sen. Marks. The almost iden- 
tical bills will be joined and the one 
latest signed will officially take 
effect. 

However, both the community 
college board, which also will have 
a student trustee under the bills, 
and the CSU trustees oppose the 
concept. Among their reasons were 
the indecisions over criteria that 
might be used when the trustee is 
selected by student body 
president's association if the bills 
pass. 

“My own view is that a student 
gives up several voices of student 
body presidents who attend the 
trustee meetings for just one 
student voice,” said Roy T. Brophy 
of Sacramento, a trustee 

Student body presidents can 
attend and be recognized to speak 
at any trustee meeting, and can still 
do so under the bills. Brophy says 
Terry Frost, former ASCSUS 
president, attended trustee 
meetings frequently last vear

AB 1558 

Equa! opportunities for women 
in public schools will supplement 
recent federal law in a bill that 
passed the state legislature this 
week. 

The bill, AB 1558, by Assem- 
blyman Mori (D-Alameda) passed 
the senate 28-0 on Aug. 29 but had 
to get concurrence with the assem- 
bly because of amendments. AB 
1559 by Assemblyman Wornum, a 
similar bill dealing with high 
schools, also is up for the gover- 
nor's consideration. 

The bills do not make it illegal 
for more time or money to be spent 
on a particular athletic program 
such as men's football; rather, 
equitable time, money and space 
must be spent on the total athletic 
program. For example, if more ts 
spent on a sport for one sex, other 
sports opportunities can compen- 
sate, according to Pat Radan, ad- 
ministrative assistant for Assem- 
blyman Wornum

would require more government

city and county governments, and 
vacancy replacements to elected of- 
fices. 

The bill also forbids the Public 
Utilities Commission from holding 
executive sessions for deliberations 
on rates, tariffs, permits and 
general orders. It would provide 
reimbursements for court and at- 
torney costs to successful suers for 
lawful access to meetings and 
records. 

Assemblyman LeRoy Greene, 
according to the Sacramento 
Union, complained that officials 
must find a way to circumvent this 
law if signed by the governor. The 
bill, which was sought by the 
California Newspapere§ As- 
sociation, is an extension of the 
Brown Act that prohibited most 
closed meetings by state and 
locally-elected officials. 

Also among recently passed 
legislation was a measure to ensure 
that high school students who can 
now graduate by taking a test can 
also bae admitted to any com- 
munity college in the state. The bill, 
authored by Sen. Gregorie (D-San 
Jose) was signed by the Governor

He didn't have to say theatre 
was his first love; I could tell. The 
way his face lit up, a warm smile 
appeared on his lips, and a momen- 
tary twinkle in his eyes told me. | 
had hit on his favorite subject. 

His romance with the theatre 
was the kind of love affair that is 
casual, yet necessary; intermittent, 
yet possessive. His first profes- 
sional production, in “The Amen 
Corner” by James Baldwin, started 
in Los Angeles, moved up the coast 
to San Francisco, and then to New 
York 

In 1967 he retired, bought a 
Volkswagen and went to Mexico 
with his wife, travelling throughout 
the country and the western coas- 
tline, visiting the banana plan- 
tations, fishing villages, Her- 
mosillo to Puerto Valiarta, cam- 
ping, Guadalajara, Mexico C#y, 
enjoying the good life, until he 
“ended up in Veracruz with yellow 
jaundice...actually it was hepatitis, 
but...” He left Mexico at the tail 
end of 1967 and went to New York, 
when he “heard the distant call of 
the bright lights of Broadway” (my 
phrase, actually, but he laughed at 
it and agreed) 

For six consecutive years he 
worked the black theatre; he was 
instrumental in the New Lafayette 
Theatre and became part of a black 
repertory company, developed the 
lighting and stage arrangements. 
and started a non-profit literary 
agency. After the theatre foided in 
1972 (“time killed the Lafayette”) 
he transformed the agency into a 
profit making endeavor and retired 

(“again”) from active participation 
in the theatre and worked full time 
for the agency. Fate would soon 
join him, Los Angeles, and the 
story editor for “Sanford and 
Son.”

really-him look on her face. She 
stands there for a moment, 
undecided whether 1) it is really 
Grady, 2) should she say anything 
to him, 3) if so, what should she 
say, and 4) she would be invading 
his privacy. She summons up her 
courage and approaches, giving his 
arm the familiar squeeze one gives 
a dear, old friend: 

“Oh, | was standing there for 
the longest time wondering if that 
was you or not, and it is you.” 
(Whitman smiles and winks at me).

“God bless you, God bless 
you...keep making us happy,” she 
says, walking off. 

Wow. That was really nice. I felt 
a warm rush of emotion and 
looked over at Whitman and saw in 
his eyes recognition of what I was 
thinking. I asked him how he feit 
about the public recognition, even 
if people called him Grady, and did 
it irritate him that people would 
bother him like this. He said no, he 
wasn’t in it for the recognition and 
it didn't bother him. | sensed 
something quoteworthy and men- 
tioned that “you've probably got 
some {funny stories. some anec- 
dotes, about these kinds of 
situations.” With pen poised, | 
waited for his reply, but he was lost 
in thought, chuckling periodically, 
until his manager rejoined us and 
told of the arrangements’ progress 
tor their journey to Lake Tahoe 
later that day 

I could tell my time was limited, 
so I plunged ahead. A topic of par- 
ticular interest to me, “All In The 
Family” freak that | am, was an in-

Archer says the Bond ad- 
ministration has not rewritten and 
is not rewritting the faculty 
manual. However, he says, such 
plans are being mapped but the 
handbook will not be written in a 
fogback — as it were — without in- 
put from the president's cabinet

“Nothing is done here by fiat,” 
Archer told the Hornet Thursday. 

Furthering his contention that
